PASTORAL VISITATIONS 


On our ministers’ report form, point number two, in 
reporting our activity, is pastoral visits. This within itself 
shows that the Church of God attaches great importance 
to visitations, and in this we are justified. Jesus set for us 
an example in that He visited homes and administered to 
the needs that He found, also on many occasions He was 

elightfully entertained. He also gave to us a striking ex- 

mple of the effectiveness of visitations, when for the 
right purposes, in Matt. 25:31-36, “When the Son of man 
shall come in his glory, and all the holy angels with him, 
then shall he sit upon the throne of his glory: and before 
him shall be gathered all nations: and he shall separate 
them one from another, as a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats: and he shall set the sheep on his right 
hand, but the goats on the left. Then shall the King say 
unto them on his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world: for I was an hungred, and ye 
gave me meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: I was 
a stranger, and ye took me in: naked, and ye clothed me: 
I was sick, and ye visited me: I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me.” 

Then, the first great pastor in the Church of God stated 
that “pure religion and undefiled before God and the Fa- 
ther is this, To visit the fatherless and widows in their af- 
fliction, and to keep himself unspotted from the world.” 
Therefore, it is scriptural, proper, and necessary that pas- 

rs visit not only their members, but nonmembers as well. 

feel, however, there are rules that should govern their 
visitations, rules that will not only assure the best service 
possible to those visited, but also commend the pastor. 

First of all, a pastor should visit with the thought of 
being of service. It is true that visitations, in many in- 
stances, prove to be beneficial to those visited and the 
visitor; yet, it would be selfish for a pastor to visit with 
the thought of benefit only to himself. He must keep in 
mind that he is God’s servant to the church and public, 
and that consideration for himself must be last. There- 
fore, it would be unfair for a pastor to go to a home and 
take up the time of the family for his own special benefit, 
from either the standpoint of friendship or material gain. 


Again, visits should not be made with the thought of 
proselyting. Certainly we need all the good members we 
can get, and there are those of other denominations who 
come to us all along, but it is far better for them to come 
on their own initative and because they really feel led of 
the Lord to do so. We are to show interest in everybody, 
but for a person to be overpersuaded to affiliate with the 

hurch could mean, and has meant, dissatisfaction on their 
art, as well as that of the church. 

Then, if any home needs a visit by the pastor more 
than others of nonmembership, it is, no doubt, the sinner, 
and, yet, for a pastor to become a regular visitor of a sin- 
ner’s home, and show more interest in the good dinners 
that are prepared for him and the property, home, or 
automobile that the family has, than in winning them to 
the Lord Jesus, could easily be charged with trespassing 
against the home. In this connection it would be good 
that every pastor adhere to Paul’s philosophy as expressed 
to the Corinthians in 2 Cor. 12:14, “. . . I seek not yours, 
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but you.” Then, of course, the attitude of those whom the 
pastor visits and serves should be that of the members 
of the churches in Macedonia, of whom Paul said, “They 
first gave their own selves to the Lord, and unto us by 
the will of God.” What had they given to Paul and his 
co-workers? The answer is, “Praying us with much en- 
treaty that we would receive the gift, and take upon us the 
fellowship of ministering to the saints.” Then he 
said to the Corinthians, “Therefore, as ye abound 
in every thing, in faith, and utterance, and knowledge, 
and in all diligence, and in your love to us, see 
that ye abound in this grace also,’ 2 Corinthians 
8. In all of this I gather that Paul is simply saying 
when people give themselves over to God and obey Him, 
they will give to the minister, without hints and sugges- 
tions, upon his visits, whether to a church or home. 

Then the time element of visitations is also a matter 
for due consideration. For instance, if it is a matter of 
emergency that the pastor is called by the family, or is 
informed otherwise, he should be ready to hurry to the 
home at a minute’s notice, and that regardless of the 
hour, day or night, especially if it concerns his members. 
I know it is a fact that there are those who create emer- 
gencies, but it would be better to suffer such impositions 
by a few unthoughtful members than to ignore many 
good members who are really in need of help when they 
call. That being the case, it certainly would not be proper 
for a pastor to specify certain hours only that he would 
answer calls. When we are in trouble the Lord Jesus comes 
to our rescue at anytime, anywhere. He is our Chief Shep- 
herd, and we are His subordinates, and we are to follow 
His example. There is a difference, however, in emergency 
visitations and regular visitations. In regular visitations, 
whether it is just to pay a friendly call or to visit a mem- 
ber of the family who is suffering from protracted illness 
or affliction, they should be made at such @ time as not 
to create embarrassment or work a hardship on the family, 
especially the person who is indisposed. The family, of 
course, may have invited you to “drop in at any time you 
can”; yet, that courtesy should be respected by timing 
visits so as not to call on the family too early, too late, 
or at mealtimes. It may be thought by some, “Well, I have 
been visiting at any time I wanted to, day or night, and 
have gotten along all right’; and, yet, upon second 
thought, it may be a fact that although no displeasure 
has been manifested, there was some concealed. Actually, 
there are times that even a pastor and his family can ap- 
preciate visits more than at other times, and since that 
is true, this should be kept in mind in his visitations. 

Not only is time to be considered in respect to making 
the visit, but also in regard to its length, especially when 
visiting the sick. Unless it is a° very unusual case, the 
visit should be brief and always as cheerful as possible. At 
no time should visits be so long as to interfere with the 
care of the patient. Neither should subjects be discussed 
that would not tend to inspire, comfort, and encourage 
the sick. Even if the person is unsaved, the efforts to win 
him to the Lord Jesus should not be boresome. Just be- 
cause a person is bedfast does not mean that he can be 
won by just any kind of approach. Consideration of the 
time and length of visits should not only relate to the 
homes, but also to hospitals. Most hospitals are very 
courteous to pastors in that they grant them the privilege 
of visiting their members and other patients at any time

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The Layman’s Duty Toward Evangelis 


“Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for they 
are white already to harvest. And he 
that reapeth receiveth wages, and 
gathereth fruit unto life eternal: that 
both he that soweth and he that 
reapeth may rejoice together,” John 
4:35, 36. 

“Therefore said he unto them, The 
harvest truly is great, but the labour- 
ers are few: pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest, that he would 
send forth labourers into his harvest,” 
Luke 10:2. 

Oh, brothers and sisters, if you 
could feel the emotion I feel in my 
heart as I read these verses in the 
Bible! Christ is speaking unto His dis- 
ciples and His followers—even down 
to us today. He is presenting a chal- 
lenge to us to get into the work and 
bring souls to God. So many of us are 
content to sit back and let things be 
as they may. So many people think 
soul-saving should be left up to the 
pastor and to the evangelist. Friends, 
if God has saved your soul, He has 
called you into His work—not to sit 
back apparently unconcerned as 
thousands of souls plunge headlong 
into hell without hope. 

O God, I pray that you will stir our 
hearts within us, put a burden for 
lost souls upon us, and help us to 
realize how we need to work for God 
now! Jesus said, “I must work the 
works of him that sent me while it is 
day: the night cometh when no man 
can work,’ John 9:4. Not only did 
that apply to Jesus then, but it also 
applies to us today. Can’t you see the 
twilight shadows falling upon our 
opportunities to work for our Lord. 
Oh, how great is the task before us 
and how short is the time in which we 
have to work! 

Did not Christ say, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel unto 
every creature?” Then instead of do- 
ing that, we say, “God, send some- 
one else because I don’t have the 
ability.” Or, “I have a family to sup- 
port, and I can’t afford to go.” Well, 
perhaps that is true. Perhaps God 
didn’t call you to preach or go as a 
missionary into the uttermost parts 
of the earth, but He certainly did 
call you and every other Christian to 
support the work with your tithes 
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and offerings. When a missionary of- 
fering is taken up, do you say to your- 
self, “Oh, I can’t afford to give any- 
thing this time. The bill on my new 
refrigerator is due this week,” or, “I 
don’t feel that God expects me to 
give anything to missions -because I 
am having a hard enough time as it 
is, supporting my own family.” 

Friends, if you could only realize 
how badly your support is needed in 
every evangelistic field, you wouldn’t 
even consider those little difficulties 
you have to put up with. If you don’t 
feel a burden or a longing to see 
souls saved, to see the work of evan- 
gelism go forward, you had better 
get down on your knees and pray for 
God to burden your heart. 

God has given each of us a talent, 


and if we don’t make the most of that’ 


talent, GOD IS GOING TO TAKE 
AWAY EVEN THAT WHICH WE 
HAVE and cast us into “outer dark- 
ness.” If your talent is for singing, 
you had better make the most of it. 
If your talent is for personal work, 
you had better make the most of it. 
If your talent is for preaching, you 
had better get out and preach the 
gospel to every creature and not wor- 
ry about the amount of money you 
get for your efforts. If you are just 
preaching for the salary, you might 
as well quit because what. you accom- 
plish isn’t going to amount to any- 
thing. If your talent is just for letting 
your light shine before men, you had 
better make the most of that talent. 
So many Christians are prone to lean 
toward the pleasures of this world. 
They keep saying, “Oh, what is wrong 
with doing this or that? I can’t see 
any harm in it.” Christian friends, 
our main asset is our difference from 
the rest of the world. Our Lord says 
we are to be “peculiar people.” “Ye 
adulterers and adulteresses, know ye 
not that the friendship of the world 
is enmity with God? whosoever there- 
fore will be a friend of the world is 
the enemy of God,” James 4:4. “Love 
not the world, neither the things that 
are in the world. If any man love 
the world, the love of the Father is 
not in him,” 1 John 2:15. 

Brothers and sisters, these verses 
mean just what they say. Too many 
Christians of today are growing dis- 
interested in the work of the Lord 
and are leaning in the direction of

THE GREAT OPPORTUNITY OF 
THE CHURCH OF GOD 
As Seen by a Local Officer of 
Another Church 


The Christian church in America 
has developed social and class dis- 
tinctions that have proved disastrous. 
Many church members have devel- 
oped a type of religion that the world 
cannot distinguish from a well- 
mannered school of ethics. Such so- 
called Christians are neither admired 
nor hated by the secular world. Being 
neither hot nor cold, they are ig- 
nored. We hear it insisted that cer- 
tain leaders in our larger denomi- 
nations follow the Communist Party 
line and would cure social evils by 
good works instead of by preaching 
that “ye must be born again.” We 
also hear many arguments on fun- 
damentalism. But these are not the 
only issues that now handicap the 
Christian faith. The great problem 
is indifference on the part of those 
who profess to be Christians, the 
average, ordinary, everyday church 
member. They must stop being luke- 
warm, or the cause of Christ will not 
move upward and onward during this 
generation. Ministers and officials 
must discover a way to energize the 
rank and file. Christians must show 
by their daily lives that their religion 
is a vital thing. 

Without realizing it, the older de- 
nominations have been losing ground 
for years. They have many local 
churches with hundreds of members, 
yet less than one-fourth of such 
members attend worship services. It is 
not the number on the roll that 
counts. It is the number working at 
some job. At a conference four years 
ago, I was asked, “What part of the 
laymen in your congregation are ac- 
tive?” My answer “We have a won- 
derful church. It is outstanding in the 
Assembly. I imagine that one member 
out of ten is not wasting his talents.” 

Look at the great cities. Many of 
our respectable upper middle-class 
congregations have moved to the 
suburbs. They left the teeming mass- 
es, and left them unchurched. Oil 
and water will not mix; neither do 
the strata of American society. Yet 
what about the teaching Paul set out 
in Galatians, 3:26-28. It is clear that 
Protestantism is on the decline in our 
large cities. Last June I saw a beauti- 
ful church building in Boston that 
had been built by a Protestant de- 
nomination. It had been purchased

ARE YOU A CHURCH OF GOD 
PROMOTER? 


Is it fair for our pastors in the Church 
of God to use evangelists who are not mem- 
bers or ministers in the Church, when we 
have so many of our good men and women 
who need work? That is a good question and 
I am leaving it up to you to answer. 

Some of these free-lancers who are wanting 
our financial help and good will, are always 
standing at our doorstep to get what they 
can for as little as they can. Then when 
we have to deal with an offending minister 
who has become guilty of some heinous crime, 
and we turn him out, they will pick him up, 
and you will probably hear him over their 
radio broadcast. He will be given a big boost, 
and then you will hear them announce that 
they are running a revival for him, or that he 
is with them helping in a revival. I cannot 
understand this kind of organization, or per- 
haps I should say “conglomeration,” especial- 
ly in the light of 2 John 10, 11, “If there 
come any unto you, and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your house, neither 
bid him God speed: for he that biddeth him 
God speed is partaker of his evil deeds.” Yes, 
some people will even support a program like 
that with their finance, when we have our 
own good radio broadcasts that need to be 
supported. I think that a hint to the wise 
should be sufficient, and we should make this 
a matter of deep concern and prayer; then 
obey a right principle. 

We all love the Church of God; we love its 
organization, its teachings and doctrine, and 
its members. We have great preachers, a great 
orphanage, a great school, a great mission- 
ary enterprise, and a great building program. 
We have a great world in which to work, 
which world our Lord considered the field. 
I suggest that we buckle down and be real

May we direct your attention to what is 
transpiring on the Christian school front? 
During the last few months Christian school 
activity has entered a new phase. Generally 
speaking, it can now be said that Christian 
school endeavor is self-initiated. At best the 
work of our Association is confined to fur- 
n assistance, counsel, and instruction 
where such is requested. 

Judged in the light of correspondence re- 
ceived and promotional literature mailed out, 
we estimate that the office of the N.A.CS. 
has aided well over a hundred communities 
to start a local school. In a number of cases 
schools have come into being. In the others, 
school activity has not gone beyond the 
launching of local Christian school organ- 
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izations. We regret that our budget does not 
permit us to carry on the follow-up work 
which is so essential in work of this kind. 
We can do little more than answer the many 
letters which come to us requesting Chris- 
tian school aid of some sort. Last year we 
reported that 21 schools had affiliated with 
the N.A.C.S.’ This year we can report that 
this has increased to 38. 

During the past year our teacher place- 
ment activity has steadily forged ahead. It 
is becoming increasingly apparent that our 
office, by bringing together Christian teach- 
ers looking for positions in Christian in- 
stitutions and Christian institutions seeking 
Christian teachers, is rendering a _ service 
which is greatly appreciated by both groups. 
In view of the recent Supreme Court de- 
cision which tends to outlaw all Christian 
testimony in public institutions, many 
teachers who are consecrated to the Lord’s 
service are looking to Christian schools for 
their field of service. Despite general short- 
age of teachers in this country, we have no 
such shortage in our Agency. At present we 
have 100 teachers on the waiting list. During 
the past year, 37 institutions have solicited 
teacher applicants. As far as our records 
show, 19 teachers have been placed as a result 
of our activity. agency seeks to serve 
all Christian institutions, including not only 
Christian elementary and Christian high 
school but also Christian colleges and Bible 
institutes and seminaries. 


Thomas Bill Dies 


A ten-month battle to overcome a threat to 
our American tradition of the separation of 
church and state ended recently. Bitter argu- 
ments, insults and name-calling, public at- 
tacks on prominent people, and absurd moves 
in Congress marked the struggle. But the 
victory came on March 14, when by a close 
vote of 12-13, the House Labor and Educa- 
tion Committee rejected the Thomas Bill. 
The measure would have made it possible 
for public tax money to filter into the cof- 
fers of parochial schools. In this way the 
Government would be aiding the propaga- 
tion of certain religions, contrary to the First 
Amendment of the Constitution. 

The battle is won but not the war. New 
measures, one to pay for teachers’ salaries 
and one to construct school buildings, re- 
quire our vigilance. A brief diary of the past 
struggle demonstrates how determined Roman 
Catholic forces are to puncture the ‘wall of 
separation.’—-From the Office of Affairs, Na- 
a , om jation of Evangelicals, Washing-

The Crisis 


Christianity’s foreign missions today face 
the “greatest crisis of [their] history,” ac- 
cording to Dean Liston Pope, of Yale Divinity 
School, in the current Christianity and Crisis. 
The main trouble is neither lack of funds nor 
manpower, but the “political, economic, and 
racial revolutions in many parts of the 
world.” 

“It is clear,” writes Dean Pope, “that 
mission activities will continue in China only 
at the tolerance of the Communist authori- 
ties.” Under such conditions, “the missions 
will almost certainly collapse, in one way or 
another. 

“India has become politically independent, 
and there are great waves of unrest and 
portents of early struggles for independence 
in many parts of Africa. A missionary move- 
ment which is basically controlled by person- 
nel from desp opean powers (and be- 
longing to the white race) is viewed with 
growing suspicion . “a

CHICAGO (AP)—Seven- year-old Penny 
Gust lay in Evangelical Hospital with a bul- 
let shattered arm today as police held a gun- 
man they said shot her when she couldn’t 
stop crying during a tavern robbery. 

Held without charge in the shooting is 
Bruce Meeks, 19. Meeks, seized in a near 
North Side hotel yesterday was quoted by 
police as saying: 

“I was half drunk and didn’t know what 
I was doing.” 


Police said robbery victims reported the 
little girl came into her father’s tavern 
Christmas Eve after the holdup by two gun- 
men was in progress. The little girl became 
frightened and began to whimper. 

“Shut the kid up or I'll let her have it,” 
one of the gunmen shouted to the father, 
John, 46. 

When Penny was. unable to control her 
tears the gunman fired, hitting the girl in 
the arm shattering the bone. 





Simple Writing 

The average American adult, if there is such 
a thing, is more simple, than modest in his 
writing. He uses I more than any other word, 
and 50 words, with their repetitions, make up 
almost half of adult writing. Only four of the 
50, incidentally, have more than one syllable. 

Dr. Ernest Horn, professor of education at 
the University of Iowa, reached these con- 
clusions after an analysis of 5,000,000 wo 
written by adults. He found the 10 mos 
popular words, in the order of their frequency, 
are: I, the, and, to, a, you, of, in, we, for. 

The other 40 are: very, letter, about, any, it, 
that, is, your, have, wili, be, are, not, as, at, 
this, with, but, on, if, all, so, me, was, my, 
had, our, from, and, one, time, he, get, do, 
been, can, would, she, when, they. 

“TI had your letter. When will you be with 
us this time?” seems to be about as much 
as you can do with that list alone. Sounds 
like your last letter to Aunt Kate, doesn’t it? 





Census Bureau Says Dan Cupid 
Busy 


WASHINGTON.—In a roundabout way the 
Census Bureau has been measuring the 
amount of romance in the U.S.A. 

It finds romance is popular, more so than 
in 1940. There are fewer unmarried men at 
large than there have been for years and 
years. 

In 1940 almost one-half of all the women 
from 20 to 24 were single. Now fewer than one- 
third of these younger women are unmarried. 

Actually, as everyone has been told, there 
were more marriages each year between 1945 
and 1949 than ever before in a five-year period. 
Almost 3,000,000 females were erased from the 
unmarried columns in these years and trans- 
ferred to married life. For people who insist 
on the figures, here they are: 

In 1940 there were 13,935,000 single women 
between the ages of 14 and 65. But in 1949 
there were only 11,174,000. And it was between 
these years the total number of women in- 
creased by 5,000,000 

The Census Bureau found in an earlier study 
that about two out of every three persons in 
the civilian population now are married. Sixty 
years ago only about one-half of the people 
had a spouse.

MARRIAGES 


In 1945, more than 1,600,000 marriages took 
place in the U.S. The average husband was 
about 25 years old and his wife was 22. Some 
couples were barely past their middle teens, 
others were in their 60’s. Most of these couples 
thought they were in love, although many of 
them had other reasons for marrying. And 
nearly 90 per cent of all people who reach 
adult age do marry sooner or later. 

Because most persons think that a husband 
should be older than his wife, it is much 
easier for a man of 35 to find a mate than 
it is for a woman of 35. A man of 21 or 22 
may marry a girl of 19 or 20, but at 30 he 
wants a girl of 25. Even at 35, he tends to 
marry a girl in her 20's. Many girls forget 
this in their enthusiasm for a career. They 
think they will have plenty of time to marry 
at a later age. 

Age has much to do with marriage eligibil- 
ity. About 45 _ cent of all girls who marry, 
compared to less than 20 per cent of men, 
marry by the time they are 21. By age 25, 
71 per cent of women are married, only 53 
per cent of men. As the years creep on, not 
only do the woman’s chances for marriage 
drop sharply, but the desire for marriage may 
decrease because single people tend to grow 
more selfish. 
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The Fall of Man and Its Effects

The third chapter of Genesis fur- 
nishes us with the history of the fall of 
man—the departure of man from 
orginal purity and happiness. We are 
told that man was placed in the 
garden of Eden to dress and to keep 
it. In the garden were two peculiar 
trees, the tree of life and the tree of 
knowledge of good and evil, and of 
the latter Adam was not to eat. To 
this command was annexed a penalty, 
“In the day thou eatest thereof thou 
shalt surely die.” Through the temp- 
tation of the serpent, Eve ate of the 
tree and gave to Adam, and he ate. 
Both having disobeyed, they were ex- 
pelled from the garden with the sen- 
tence of death and other calamities 
upon them. 


Created a Moral Agent 

Man, having been formed by the 
hand of God and in the image of 
God, was a creature worthy of his 
Maker in image and intellect, in holi- 
ness and righteousness, and un- 
dimmed by sin. Created a moral 
agent, of necessity there must be a 
law with a penalty, and God placed 
this upon disobedience, which served 
also as a barrier to induce obedience. 
It is evident that the law was given 
as a test of man’s obedience, fidelity, 
and allegiance to God. s 

God designed that man should ac- 
knowledge His supreme authority, 
therefore He gave him a law affording 
no argument against obedience. He 
arranged that a law upon which so 
much depended should be simple so 
that it could be easily understood— 
the fruit of “one tree.” There could 
be no mistake. There was no difficult 
task imposed, only abstinence from 
one tree out of many trees of the 
garden of Eden. How appropriate this 
is as a test of obedience. It implies 
no oppressive burden, but in its very 
presentation is mingled with love. 

God allowed man to be tempted, 
which no doubt was essential to a 
probationer. It has been said, “Man 
was created sufficient to have stood, 
but free to fall.” The temptation could 
have been resisted, and God so con- 
stituted Adam that he would be able 
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to resist. Being capacitated an intel- 
ligent being, capable of understanding 
his duty and the reason thereof, he 
had the capacity of a free moral 
agent. He was not in the dark. His 
enlightenment came directly from 
communion with God. There was no 
reason for him to transgress. 


We ask, “What is the meaning of 
this offense? What does just the eat- 
ing of forbidden fruit mean?” The 
eating of the forbidden fruit was an 
act of transgression. Into the soul, 
where holiness alone did dwell, sin 
by disobedience had entered. The 
heart then was opened to unbelief, 
treason, pride, rebellion, lust, murder; 
in fact, the seed of all Satan can 
produce. The authority of God was set 
aside; gratitude was forgotten and 
disregarded. 

What of the penalty imposed by 
God in the administration? Was it 
too severe? Nay, it seems rather that 
there is evidence of goodness and 
mercy of God involved. The fixing of 
a penalty is not primarily for the 
punishment of the offender, but to 
prevent crime; and, no doubt, the 
Lord places as great a barrier between 
Adam and transgression as divine 
wisdom could devise without destroy- 
ing his free moral agency, and yet 
encourage obedience. “In the day 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt surely 
die,” was God’s law. 

We shall now examine the effects of 
the fall of man and its relation to his 
offspring or posterity. What of the 
doctrine of human depravity? Is it 
Biblical or not? 

Some have represented the human 
soul, at its first entrance on the stage 
of life, as being as pure and spotless 
as an angel, or as Adam when first 
created. This theory is a denial of 
depravity by nature, and can’t be 
sustained by the Scriptures or reason. 
According to the Bible, all mankind 
born of Adam is by nature depraved, 
destitute of spiritual good, and in- 
clined to evil continually. 

Calvin contended that the guilt of 
Adam was imputed to his posterity 
with a sinful, depraved nature, inher- 
ent in the body, or physical being; 
but to the contrary of the Scriptures, 


which says, “Every sin that a man 
doeth is without the body,” 1 Cor. 
6:18. Carnality is a spiritual malady 
rather than a physical disorder. It is 
deeply seated in the spiritual nature, 
and we came into possession of it 
through heredity. 

Therefore, we contend that original 
sin standeth not in the following of 
Adam, as the Pleagians claim, but 
Adam, having a fallen nature, and 
as “like begets like,” bequeathed to 
us original sin, which underlies all 
trangression. The condition of man 
due to the fall is that he can’t repair 
himself to the calling of God unto a 
life of holiness. In the fall he lost 
spiritual good and the divine image. 


Adam was the federal head and 
representative of his posterity. In 
him all mankind was represented. Our 
common nature was originated in 
him, and with him identified in the 
offense. As the vegetable seed con- 
tains the substance, germ, and stam- 
ina of vegetable life, and from it 
comes the vegetable plant, without 
any additional creative power, even 
so was Adam our originator or semi- 
nal head. By the one offense he 
brought “death into the world with all 
of its woe.” 


The question has been asked as to 
whether his posterity is chargeable 
to the fullest extent of his sin? God 
views things as they are, and Adam’s 
posterity can’t be looked upon as per- 
sonally guilty, having not committed 
the act. However, we suffer the legal 
result of the act as a community will 
suffer from the act of a legal repre- 
sentative. We are justly charged with 
the consequences of his offense, yet 
we can’t be considered personally 
guilty for the act we did not commit. 
Admit that Adam was our federal 
head, and our guilt and subjection to 
the penalty of death necessarily fol- 
lows as legal consequences. This is the 
scriptural view of the subjeect. 

The spiritual death, the loss of the 
divine image from the soul, is really 
depravity. “Adam begat a son in his 
own likeness,” and as like begets like, 
his posterity was born in a state of 
moral pollution. “By one man sin 
entered into the world, and death by 
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sin.” All mankind is involved, or we 
must deny the Word of God, which 
says, “Death came by sin,” and that, 
too, the “sin of one man.” The pen- 
alty reaches every child of Adam and 
embraces death, temporal, spiritual, 
and eternal. 

We shall not turn directly to the 
scriptures for the proof of the argu- 
ment. Gen. 6:5, “And God saw that 
the wickedness of man was great in 
the earth, and that every imagination 
of the thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually.” Here we see the 
depravity of the antediluvians deeply 
debased. “For the heart is evil from 
his youth,” Gen. 8:21. Here is set forth 
the depravity in general, and spoken 
of the only family, which was Noah’s. 
“From his youth.” Nothing here im- 
plies it is from education or example. 
Sin here must be innate, or it could 
not be affirmed to exist, “from his 
youth.” 


Psalm 51:5, “Behold, I was shapen 
in iniquity; and in sin did my mother 
conceive me.” We are told that the 
Hebrew for conceive rather signifies 
“made me warm,” alluding to the 
whole process of formation, “the 
formative heat which is necessary 
to develop the parts of all. ani- 
mal embryo.” He then quotes, “As 
my parts were developed in the 
womb, the sinful principle diffused 
itself through the whole, so the body 
and mind grew up in a state of cor- 
ruption and moral imperfection.” This 
defeats pleagianism, which simply de- 
nies the real existence of original sin 
or depravity. 

Psalm 58:3, 4, “The wicked are 
estranged from the womb: they go 
astray as soon as they be born, speak- 
ing lies. Their poison is like the 
poison of a serpent: they are like the 
deaf adder that stoppeth her ear.” 
“Estranged—speaking lies.” This is 
beginning pretty early, born in a mor- 
al perversity, out of plumb from in- 
fancy. Many scriptures from the Old 
Testament could be cited, but space 
does not permit. We must turn to the 
New Testament for a few. 


Rom. 7:18. “(That is in my flesh,) 
dwelleth no good thing.” This affords 
one of the strongest arguments for 
human depravity. It applies to the en- 
tire race. “The Lord looked down from 
heaven upon the children of men” 
(the world at large). 

Rom. 3:19-23: “For all have sinned 
and come short of the glory of God.” 
“All the world may become guilty be- 
fore God.” Both Jew and Gentile are 
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in the same deplorable state of sin 
and guilt. 

The whole argument is bounded up- 
on the universal depravity of man, 
“all under sin.” “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God.” The 
evidence is here conclusive that man 
is processed of innate depravity, or 
words do not mean anything. 

John 3:3. “Except a man be born 
again, he can not see the kingdom of 
God.” “That which is born of flesh is 
flesh.” The need of the new birth is 
based on the character of the nat- 
ural birth. How can this be if we are 
born holy? If we are born in a state 
of holiness, there is no need of the 
new birth. Our Saviour meant by the 
term “flesh,” our native, sinful pol- 
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lution. To say He meant otherwise 
makes Him to speak nonsense, as to 
say, “flesh is flesh.” “Flesh” is often 
used in the Bible to denote the prin- 
ciple of corruption of nature, deprav- 
ity. Example: Rom. 7:18; 3:13; Gal. 
5:17. How different the general tenor 
of the Scripture to those who teach 
the native purity of man and repre- 
sent a sinful disposition, as the re- 
sult of example and education. 

To account for the fact, other than 
that man is by nature depraved, is, 
in my opinion, utterly impossible. 

1. To say that general prevalence of 
wickedness is due to influence and an 
education does not answer the ques- 
tion. If you deny natural depravity, 
you can’t account for wickedness it- 
self. We ask who taught Cain to hate 


and murder his brother? or by whose 
example did the first idolater learn to 
worship an idol? If there be no native 
sin inherent, why did not the right- 
eous example of Noah lead his sons 
and children’s children into righteous 
paths? If man is naturally pure, it 
seems there should be more virtue in 
the world than vice, or at least 
equally balanced, as both the Holy 
Ghost and the satanic spirit are at 
work in the world. 

2. Who has not felt in his own 
heart, “When I would do good evil 
is present with me”? One must deny 
himself and take up his cross; “hands 
cut off; eyes plucked out.” The native 
tendency of the human heart is to 
sin. The only successful way to coun- 
teract this is the “crucifixion of the 
old man.” 

3. Another evidence is the early ap- 
pearance of vice in children. Just as 
it is natural for a tiger to be fierce, 
so it is with a child to manifest pride, 
envy, malice, revenge, selfishness, and 
anger, and this appears earlier than 
we can attribute to example. And 
regardless of example, they have these 
traits. 

4. Every man is conscious of a 
natural tendency to evils. All men 
have not the same tendencies equal to 
the same vices. Some constitutionally 
have more inclination to pride, others 
cowardice and anger; however, this 
general inclination to evil is a proof 
of native depravity. 

5. The general resistance to virtue 
in the heart necessitates education 
and watchfulness to counteract the 
force of evil that underlies vice is like 
a weed, a luxuriant growth. It only 
requires to be left alone, and it will 
flourish; but virtue, like a vegetable, 
requires moral training. Good educa- 
tion is a powerful influence for the 
promotion of virtue. 

Deny the doctrine of native deprav- 
ity of man, and.sin is utterly unac- 
countable. If example were the only 
influence, and man had no greater 
tendency to evil than to good, might 
we not expect to find virtue the spon- 
taneous and luxuriant growth,. and 
vice the tender plant? Who taught the 
first murderer his lesson in crime, if it 
is that it can’t exist only where special 
schools are established? Why is it 
man is so ready in the school of vice 
and so dull in the school of virtue? 


Thus, what we have seen by experi- 
ence and observation only confirms 
the scriptural doctrine of native de- 
pravity of man.

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An Asylum for the Overwhelmed 


(Note: This is a radio message 
preached over WHSY, Hattiesburg, 
Miss., March 26, 1950, which has been 
revised for publication. Preached 
by Rev. Joseph L. Milligan, Pastor, 
Hattiesburg, Miss.) 


Text: Psalm 61:2, “When my heart 
is overwhelmed: lead me to the ROCK 
that is higher than I.” 


It is very probable and generally 
accepted among students of the 
Scriptures that this psalm was writ- 
ten or composed, when David was in 
exile through the unnatural rebel- 
lion of his son Absalom. The reader 
will recall how David, through fear 
of Absalom, moved all his household 
to the plain of the wilderness in an 
attempt to find a hiding place from 
the murderous, invidious aggressor, 
who had cunningly plotted to subvert 
the government of King David and 
usher in his own regime. 


For one to capture the mood of 
David as He uttered these precious 
words—yea, these immortal words— 
take a long look at the venerable old 
king as he trudged up the side of 
Mount Olivet weeping convulsively 
with his head covered and his feet 
bare. All his devoted followers have 
covered their heads alike and are 
weeping over the treacherous, hein- 
ous, dastardly actions of the king’s 
son. If the reader has felt the inex- 
plicable, undying love that exists be- 
tween father and son, he will readily 
understand, at least to an extent, the 
anguish of spirit and soul that 
prompted the words of the text. 

It is my design to impress upon the 
broken-hearted and despondent, 
whether in a commodious, palatial 
home or in a dilapidated, storm-beat- 
en hovel, a possessor of pecuniary 
might or a pauperous Lazarus-at-the- 
gate, that there is a REFUGE for the 
downcast and outcast. PRAISE GOD! 
There is a ROCK under which the 
pilgrim may find shelter from the 
storm, and on which the mariner, 
cast about on life’s merciless sea, may 
rest securely from the tempestous, 
life-thirsty billows. 

I do not want to be misunderstood. 
I am not a predictor of sorrow and 
depression, nor a prognosticator of 
gloom and despair; neither am I a 
“prober of abcesses”; I am not in- 
clined to magnify the cataclysms 
and catastrophies of the day. There 
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is no feeling of morbidness, forlorn- 
ness, or even loneliness as I write, 
but rather there is an inexpressible 
joy that fills my bosom as I think 
of conditions of this crucial hour 
and of the ASYLUM that has been 
provided for such a distressing time 
as this. 

This world is a scene of sorrow. It 
is a dreary wilderness. There is trou- 
ble universally. Incessantly, the daily 
newspapers have blood-curdling 
stories of suicide, murder, robbery, 
rape, distrust of nations, starvation, 
pestilences, WARS and rumors of 
wars. Interminably, the front pages 
are splattered with accounts of rapa- 
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cious beasts pillaging homes of the 
poor, sex-crazed maniacs destroying 
the sanctity of homes, warmongers 
plundering wide areas of the world, 
leaving thousands destitute, home- 
less, and helpless in a barren land. 

This is a day when history is being 
made. Governmental setups are crum- 
bling; dynasties are disintergrating; 
despotic and tyrannical regimes are 
bringing unprecedented oppressicn to 
enslaved millions. The air is charged 
with ominous heart-rending news 
originating from the four corners of 
the world, being transmitted by our 
multitudious broadcasting stations 
that dot the globe. 

There are many distressing temp- 
tations that overwhelm the heart. The 
wiles and fiery darts of the adver- 
Sary are all about us in this dark day. 
The ubiquitous vices of the devil are 


fully developed and are most con- 
veniently situated for sinning. Many 
cunningly devised snares lurk along 
life’s pathway to devour the soul of 
man unless his path be enlightened 
by the marvelous light of the gospel, 
and his feet be shod with shoes of 
righteousness that lead him away 
from and around such pitfalls. 

There is the devilish movies—with 
lewd ‘scenes so ably displayed to tease 
and tantalize the baser emotions; 
with infidels, skeptics, and all sorts 
of God-haters skilfully infiltrating, 
adroitly imbibing, and clandestinely 
inculcating skeptical ideas into the 
mind of our youth. Libertines, in hand- 
some paraphernalia and gaudy at- 
tire, glamorize murder, rape, and 
lawlessness. This is proving fatal to 
principle and overwhelming to the 
mind and heart inclined toward good. 


We look again at the deplorable 
condition of the world only to meet 
with a view of Satan’s night clubs— 
with glaring, blazing lights, throwing 
their tentacles out into the midnight 
air to gravitate the souls of men 
through their doors and then on to 
perdition. “Her ways are the ways of 
death.” There can be heard the dia- 
bolical music, made euphonious by 
many instruments, played upon by 
devil-inspired and exceedingly adept 
musicians, their hot, jazzy tunes as- 
cending from the very infernal pit 
itself, the harmony arranged by 
fiends from the fiery lake. There are 
highly polished dance floors, gleam- 
ing effulgently under the subdued 
lights of the inferno. Its couples sing 
and sway, motivated evil passions, 
with rythmic beat right through the 
gates of death and hell. 

In the same gory business and 
usually situated near by are the cheap 
beer joints—where brutes drink the 
happiness of wives and children. 
Where the profligates assemble to 
make light of. everything deemed 
sacred and cherished by decent peo- 
ple! Where countless men consign 
their souls to an everlasting, quench- 
less fire! Where the sparkling liquid 
dazzles before the eyes of evil spirits 
and blinds the eyes of better judg- 
ment. Where cheap rum goes tearing 
down the already half-consumed 
throat of the inebriate, transforming 
him into a raving, bestial, imbecile, 
who will constantly be reminded of 
his escapade by the scars on the inno- 
cent faces of his unfortunate children 
and companion.
